The year 2017 and first part of 
2018 has been a period in which our programmes continued as usual but at the same time allot of 
administrative and structural progress took place. During this period The Deen Team was registered as a 
section 21 non-profit company and also managed to establish an income generating project based on the 
format of a waqf. A waqf has been our goal since inception as this sunnah formula for income generation has 
proven to be extremely effective. 

In Madina there are active income generating waqfs that were established by Sayidina Uthmaan radhiallahu 
anhu more than 1400 years ago and those waqfs are still generating income for various works of deen. Our 
hope and dua is that The Deen Team's waqf will eventually assist The Deen Team to achieve our ultimate goal of 
sustainability. 

On the programming front we are grateful that with Allah's assistance we managed to launch "Rope of Hope" 
which is a unique and holistic after care programme for recovering drug addicts and will most definitely assist in 
bettering oursociety InshaAllah. 

We've visited new areas and accessed new faces amongst the youth while retaining a significant number of 
regular faces. Our strongest motivation comes from the Hadith in which Rasoolullah sallallahu alaihi wa sallam 
explains the honour afforded to the righteous youngster that will be seated under the shade of the Arsh of 
Allah Ta'ala on the day of Qiyamah. Our consistent goal is that through the efforts of The Deen Team we hope to 
fill all vacant seats available in that blessed shade with our youth who are brimming with potential.

January 2017- June 2018 

The Deen Team's work focuses on three specific areas: 

& Spiritual and moral development of the youth 

& After care and maintenance for recovering drug addicts (Rope of Hope) 

& Programmes and Guidance for university students 

Spiritual and moral development of the Youth 

In this area we focus on youngsters between the ages of 13 and 21 and use innovative program formats to 
convey the beautiful messages from Quraan and Sunnah. In the period between January 2017 till 30 May 2018 
the following activities took place: 



Youth Camps 

We hosted 3 youth camps each camp catering for an average of 25 youngsters 

March 2017 TDT hosted a youth Camp in Potchefstroom at a privately owned farm on the Vaal River. 
October 2017 TDT hosted a youth camp at Bosco Youth Center in Eikenhof in Johannesburg 
April 2018 TDT hosted an equestrian youth camp at Blue Moon Stables in Eikenhoff. 


NB. A nominal participation fee is charged to cover the costs of that particular Camp and not for fundraising 
purposes. For every 20 paying participants 5 fully or partially subsidised participants are taken along. Special 
preference is given to youngsters from the indigenous communities. 


Masjid Programmes 

Using a specially customised "Upside down bicycle" , a soccer freestyler and a cricket bowling machine as 
attractions we hosted programs were Ulama addressed the youth in the following towns:

Aftercare and Maintaince program for recovering 
addicts (Rope of Hope) 

Since inception TDT representatives have been attending drug support groups with the hope of lending support to 
drug addicts and assisting them with their difficult journey to sobriety. Since January 2017 till end March 2018 we 
participated in a total of 44 drug support groups: 

On 11 Tuesday nights we attended Staying Alive in Houghton 
On 24 Monday nights we attended RAUF in Roshnee 
On 13 Wednesday nights we attended Al Khaleel Crosby 

After attending a sufficient amount of drug support groups and doing a great deal of research and training we finally 
launched Rope of Hope. This is a holistic aftercare program for drug addicts and we pride ourselves in being a 
confidential, non-judgmental and sincere brotherhood for our brothers who are seeking sobriety and lasting change. 

Thus far Rope of Hope hosted: 

13 Weekly meet ups (support groups) 

One overnight fishing trip for recovering addicts 
An after Taraweeh program and braai 
A visit to Groenpunt Prison 

Rope of Hope is an absolutely free service. Please make dua for its success and acceptance. 


University Activities 

Universities in Johannesburg attract very enthusiastic youth from around the country. We view that as a gold mine and 
hope to take advantage of that opportunity. The Deen Team sends representatives to lead the jummahs, conduct weekly 
programmes and feature at special events that take place on the university campuses. We also hosted an Orientation 
Programme for both male and female students at the Nana Memorial Hall in Crosby and hosted Mufti Zubair Bayat and 
Ml Yusuf Abed asourguestspeakers.

Administration and infrastructure 


• Our offices have relocated from Ormonde to a much more suited office space in Fordsburg. We fortunately 
were able to come to an agreement with SAHUC who we now share office space with. The agreement 
secured for us usage of a comfortable board room, reception area, two twenty square meter offices and 
storage space. 

• During the course of this year The Deen Team was successfully registered as a section 21 non-profit company 

• It's been our long time aspiration to establish some form of an income generator to lessen the burden on our 
donors and create scope for the organisation to grow. Alhamdullilah with a loan we were able to purchase a 
digital outdoor advertising board. The board will be rented out to an advertising agency and a portion of the 
income will be used for the running of The Deen Team and a second portion will be reinvested with the hope 
of achieving long term sustainability InshaAllah. This venture is based on the powerful sunnah formula of 
waqf. If all works according to plan the board will be erected opposite Makro in Crown Mines before the 5 
June 2018.

In order to ensure that the service we offering is of a high standard our staff did the following training: 

• First Aid levels 1,2 and 3 

• Advanced defensive driving 

• Basic Counselling 

• Self-growth and addiction counselling 

• Audio editing and production

online because the cyber space is easiest platform to reach out to the youth.
